WAR  HEROES  HONORED 


Recently,  F'rank  Galindo,  TNA 
District  7  Governor,  prepared  two 
exhibits  at  Kelly  Air  Force  Base. 
One  was  a  numismatic  exhibit  for 
the  base  library.  It  featured  two 
1987  silver  dollars  honoring  the 
United  States  Constitution’s  200th 
Anniversary.  The  second  display 
featured  a  Militaria  theme.  The 
exhibit  was  prepared  to  celebrate 
Hispanic  Heritage  Month.  It  shows 
a  group  of  38  photos  and  biogra¬ 
phies  of  Hispanic  American  Medal 
of  Honor  recipients  on  seven  differ¬ 
ent  panels. 

One  of  the  photos  shows  Mr.  Cleto 
Rodriguez  who  was  a  special  guest 


at  a  recent  Hispanic  Heritage 
Month  luncheon  at  Kelly  Air  Force 
Base. 

Mr.  Rodriguez  spoke  briefly  about 
his  wartime  experiences.  “Heroes 
are  not  born:  it  must  come  from 
here,”  he  said,  placing  a  hand  over 
his  heart.  “It  must  come  from  con¬ 
cern  we  have  for  our  fellow  men.” 

He  stressed  the  importance  of  a 
good  education  for  today’s  Hispanic 
youth.  Lt.  Col.  James  Concannon, 
2851st  Air  Base  Group  vice  com¬ 
mander,  called  the  World  War  II 
veteran  a  true  American  hero  “who 
gave  so  much  for  his  country.”

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HOGGE  COLLECTION  MARKS 
BERMUDA’S  ANNIVERSARY 


Coins  from  Bermuda's  historic 
past  mark  the  20th  anniversary  of 
the  establishment  of  the  Bermuda 
Monetary  Authority  and  become 
the  Islands’  first  ever  coin  collection 
issued  in  .999  gold  proof.  Struck  by 
the  British  Royal  Mint,  the  four 
frosted  proofs  have  legal  tender 
values  of  $100,  $50,  $25  and  $10  and 
bear  designs  based  on  the  famous 
Bermuda  “Hogge”  money  of  the 
early  17th  century.  An  extremely 
low  worldwide  mintage  of  only  500 
sets  was  authorized  by  the  Bermuda 
Monetary  Authority,  the  Islands' 
sole  issuing  body  for  coins  and 
bank  notes.  The  coins  will  not  be 
available  individually. 

Hogge  money  (or  “hoggies”) 
holds  a  special  place  in  Bermuda’s 
fascinating  history.  Permanently 
settled  almost  400  years  ago  when 
Sir  George  Somers  and  his  party  of 
colonists  aboard  the  “Sea  Venture'' 
were  shipwrecked  while  en  route  to 
Virginia,  the  Island  was  granted  to 
the  Virginia  Company  by  James  I 
of  England.  Three  years  later  the 
company  sold  its  rights  to  a  group 
of  merchants  who  later  formed  the 
Bermuda  Company.  In  1615  James 
I  granted  letters  patent  to  the  Ber¬ 
muda  Company  and  with  them,  the 
right  to  produce  base  coinage. 

The  coins  were  minted  for  the 
company  in  four  denominations:  1 
shilling,  sixpence,  threepence  and 
twopence  and  were  struck  in  brass 
or  copper  alloy,  frequently  coated 
lightly  with  silver  to  improve  their 
appearance.  Each  coin  featured  a 
hog  upon  its  obverse  and  a  ship 
upon  the  reverse.  While  the  ship 
might  reasonably  be  interpreted  as 
a  “Sea  Venture”  complete  with  its 


flags  bearing  the  Cross  of  St. 
George,  the  hog  was  almost  cer¬ 
tainly  a  reference  to  the  black  hog, 
left  on  the  islands  by  the  Spanish 
expedition  of  Juan  Bermudez  in  the 
early  16th  century  when  attempts 
at  colonization  failed.  The  animals 
bred  prolifically  and  provided  a 
vital  food  source  to  the  new  settlers 
100  years  later. 

The  coins  were  never  issued  in 
very  large  numbers  and  relatively 
few  remain  today,  however,  some 
interesting  variations  occurred  on 
the  early  coins.  The  obverse  of  the 
shilling  and  sixpence  bore  the  in¬ 
scription  “Sommer  Islands"  —  the 
name  by  which  Bermuda  was 
known  for  a  short  time  (after  Sir 
George).  There  were  two  known  var¬ 
ieties  of  the  shilling,  with  the  gal¬ 
leon  bearing  larger  sails  on  one 
than  on  the  other.  The  shilling  bore 
the  flag  of  St.  George  on  all  four 
masts  of  the  ship,  while  on  the  six¬ 
pence  it  is  seen  on  only  one  mast.  It 
is  also  interesting  to  note  that  on 
the  sixpence,  the  first  letter  "S”  was 
missing  from  the  word  ISLANDS. 
The  denomination  in  pence  ap¬ 
peared  in  Roman  numerals  above 
the  hog  design  on  all  the  coins,  but 
certainly  individual  coins  varied 
considerably  in  weight. 

Lying  some  580  miles  southeast 
of  Cape  Hatteras,  Bermuda  consists 
of  about  360  small  islands.  Only 
about  20  are  inhabited  and  most  of 
the  land  and  the  population  of 
about  60,000  is  contained  in  the  five 
largest  islands,  the  biggest  of  which 
is  Hamilton  measuring  13  miles 
long  by  1  mile  wide. 

Today  the  sun  and  sand  of  Ber¬ 
muda  offer  a  haven  for  American 
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vacationers,  but  the  Islands’  rela¬ 
tionship  with  America  goes  back  to 
the  time  of  the  Revolution.  Indeed  a 
letter  from  George  Washington  in 
1775  asks  for  Bermudian  assistance 
with  reference  to  munitions  “in  a 
very  large  magazine  on  your  Is¬ 
land."  Annexation  of  Bermuda  by 
the  United  States  was  raised  on  at 
least  three  occasions.  Lafayette 
suggested  it  to  Washington  at  the 
end  of  the  War  of  Independence, 
while  it  was  again  raised  after  the 
War  of  1812  and  at  the  end  of  the 
American  Civil  War,  during  which 
the  Bermudians  supplied  the  Con¬ 
federacy  with  war  materials. 

The  four  coins  of  the  1989  Hogge 
collection  feature  a  common  ob¬ 
verse  bearing  the  portrait  of  her 
Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth  II  by  Brit¬ 
ish  sculptor  Raphael  Maklouf.  Her 


Majesty  is  depicted  in  profile  wear¬ 
ing  the  Royal  Crown,  together  with 
the  words  BERMUDA  and  ELIZA¬ 
BETH  II.  The  reverses  feature  the 
designs  similar  to  those  which 
appeared  on  the  original  “hogge 
money”  and  reproduced  in  the  ir¬ 
regular  shape  so  often  found  on 
17th  century  coins.  The  $100  and 
$25  show  a  ship  in  full  sail,  while 
the  $50  and  $10  coins  depict  the 
famous  hog  design.  Each  coin 
bears,  in  words,  the  value  and  date 
of  issue.  The  exquisite  frosted  finish 
contrasts  dramatically  with  the 
mirror-like  background.  Both  de¬ 
signs  were  modeled  by  Royal  Mint 
engraver,  Robert  Elderton.

When  you  read  this,  TNA's  30th 
Anniversary  Convention  will  be 
just  slightly  more  than  four  months 
away.  You  may  think  it  premature 
to  even  mention  the  convention  now 
but  when  you  think  about  all  the 
planning  and  preparation  which  go 
into  a  TNA  convention,  four 
months  is  just  around  the  corner. 

The  members  of  the  host  club,  the 
Fort  Worth  Coin  Club,  have  been 
planning  this  convention  for  sev¬ 
eral  years  and  most  recently  have 
really  been  working  diligently  to 
make  it  one  of  the  finest  ever. 

An  important  part  of  any  conven¬ 
tion  is  the  Educational  Forum.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  numismatic  educa¬ 
tion  is  one  of  the  reasons  for  TNA’s 
very  existence.  Over  the  years  the 
TNA  convention  planners  have 
done  their  utmost  to  bring  interest¬ 
ing  and  informative  educational 
programs  to  the  TNA  members  and 
other  convention  attendees.  1  think 
that  for  1990  we  have  planned  an 
unusually  outstanding  program. 

First  of  all,  we  will  have  a  slide 
presentation,  of  about  thirty  min¬ 
utes  duration,  on  the  new  BEP  facil¬ 
ity  which  will  open  in  Fort  Worth 
soon  after  our  convention.

After  the  September  TNA  board 
meeting  in  Austin,  I  had  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  visit  and  reminisce  about 
past  TNA  activities  with  Lyman 
Bartee.  During  the  course  of  our 
conversation,  Lyman  spoke  of  our 
friend  Miguel  Munoz.  He  was  a  fre¬ 
quent  guest  at  many  numismatic 
conventions,  including  TNA. 
Miguel  L.  Munoz,  world-renowned 
numismatist,  author,  scholar,  re¬ 
searcher  and  lecturer,  died  July  6,  in 
Mexico  City.  He  held  memberships 
in  several  numismatic  organiza¬ 
tions  both  in  Mexico  and  the  United 
States.  His  affiliations  with 
numismatic  organizations  and  his 


numerous  and  prestigious  awards 
received  for  his  many  achievements 
in  numismatics  will  long  be  re¬ 
membered. 

Mr.  Munoz  was  a  prolific  numis¬ 
matic  author.  Among  his  works  are 
Numismatic  History  of  Mexico 
State;  The  First  Insurgent  Mint; 
Tlaeos  and  Pilones;  Numismatic 
Anthology;  The  Money  of  the 
Mexican  People;  and  his  last 
book,  Aguila  y  Sol.  Mr.  Munoz 
founded  the  Mexican  Academy  of 
Numismatic  Studies  in  1970  and 
served  as  director  until  his  death. 
He  served  as  president  of  the  Socie- 
dad  de  Mexico  from  1959  to  1900 
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Mr.  Munoz  received  eight  Heath 
Literary  Awards  and  wrote  numer¬ 
ous  articles  for  The  Numismatist 
including  "The  Mexico  City  Mint: 
450  Years  of  Tradition,”  and  most 
recently  "Digits  to  Decimals"  in  the 
May  1989  issue. 

Last  November  Miguel,  Anita 
and  their  daughter  Anni  visited 
Karla  and  me.

FOR  *91  MIDWINTER 

Dallas,  Texas  will  be  the  site  for

TIGHTER  SILVER 
MARKET  IN  1990 

Silver  prices  could  rise  next  year 
in  response  to  increased  fabrication 
demand,  lower  supplies  of  new  sil¬ 
ver  and  a  possible  decline  in  market 
inventories,  according  to  Jeffrey  M. 
Christian  of  the  CPM  Group  Ltd., 
during  a  recent  speech  to  the  Silver 
Users  Association  members  in 
Washington.  D.C. 

Silver  mine  production  is  expect¬ 
ed  to  be  flat  next  year  and  secon¬ 
dary  supplies  are  also  expected  to 
back  off  slightly  from  this  year's 
level.  Christian  predicted  “In  total, 
supply  may  decline  around  2%  to 
518  million  ounces  in  1990  from  this 
year’s  525  million  ounces.”  He  also 
stated  that  the  market  may  be  tigh¬ 
ter  next  year  than  it  has  been  since 
1986  because  fabrication  demand  is 
expect  to  rise  a  further  2.5%  or  so  to 
around  490  million  ounces. 

Silver  inventories  and  the  supply 
of  new  silver  influence  the  market. 
New  supply  includes  mine  produc¬ 
tion,  as  well  as  scrap  recycling,  coin 
melt,  investor  sales  and  govern¬ 
ment  disposals. 


EDWARD  &  CANADA 

From  1902  to  1910,  Canadian 
coinage  carried  the  profile  of 
Edward  VII.  During  that  time, 
coins  minted  included  large  cents, 
five  cents  silver,  ten,  twenty-five 
and  fifty  cent  pieces.  The  Canadian 
mint  at  the  Capital  in  Ottawa  was 
formally  opened  during  the  Reign  of 
Edward  VII  and  the  first  coin  was 
struck  on  January  2,  1908.  The 
London  Mint  made  available 
skilled  personnel  who  organized 
and  taught  the  art  of  minting  to  the 
original  staff.  Because  of  this  basic 
foundation,  the  quality  of  Canadian 
coinage  today  ranks  with  the 
world's  best.

The  term  "dollar”  came  from  the 
German  "Thaler.”  one  of  the  earli¬ 
est  silver  dollar-sized  foreign  (16th 
century)  coins.

TOKEN  EXHIBIT 
AT  ANA  -  1990 


A  collection  of  monetary  tokens 
used  during  the  Civil  War  will  be  on 
display  at  the  American  Numisma¬ 
tic  Association’s  12th  Midwinter 
convention  in  San  Diego,  Califor¬ 
nia.  March  2-4,  1990.  The  traveling 
ANA  Money  Museum  exhibit,  titled 
“Not  One  Cent:  Tokens  of  the  War 
Between  the  States,”  was  developed 
in  honor  of  California  numismatist 
Virginia  Culver,  the  first  woman 
president  of  the  ANA. 

The  150-specimen  exhibit  shows 
how  the  tokens  were  used  during 
the  mid- 19th  century  wartime  econ¬ 
omy  that  played  havoc  with  the 
finances  and  purchasing  power  of 
both  the  North  and  the  South. 

Due  to  severe  inflation  and  sub¬ 
sequent  hoarding  of  gold,  silver  and 
copper  coinage  during  the  Civil 
War,  most  forms  of  coinage  quickly 


disappeared.  In  an  attempt  to  ease 
the  small  change  shortage,  private 
tokens  were  issued  —  many  of  them 
struck  with  the  value  of  "Not  One 
Cent,”  "IOU  1  Cent”  or  “Value  Me 
As  You  Pleas”  (sic)  among  others. 

Collectors  divide  the  tokens  into 
two  major  categories:  Patriotic, 
which  usually  carried  a  variety  of 
slogans,  quotations  and  imagery 
relating  to  the  politics,  military  fer¬ 
vor  and  traditions  of  the  time;  and 
Merchants'  Store  Cards,  which 
often  combined  the  patriotic 
slogans  with  advertising  for  the 
merchant  issuing  them. 

While  the  exhibit  will  be  seen  at 
the  Midwinter  convention  next 
March,  it  also  is  available  for  use  by 
qualified  institutions.  For  more 
information  contact  the  ANA 
Money  Museum.
